‘CLAUSES OF AGREEMENT. 


In giving a brief resumé of the article on 
the action between the Princes of the Khedive 
Iemail’s Family and the Dsira Sanieh which 
appeared in French in our issae of yesterday 
we will content ourselves with referring to 
those clauses of the agreement of June 21, 
1898, of which chief mention is made. 

By the contract of assignment of June 21, 
1898, made between Sir Elwin Palmer, then 
Financial Adviser to H. H. the Khedive, duly 
authorised by the decision of the Council of 
Ministers, 2nd a group of capitalists, the latter 
undertook to buy all the properties of the 
Daira Sanieh, the obligation of which amounted 
to £6,431,500 on December 81,1897. 

The price of this acquisition was agreed upon 
at that sum, but in the termsjof the first 
article there must “be deducted from ‘this sum 
the amount at par of the bonds which will 
have been reimbursed from the date of Decem- 
ber 31,‘ 1897, until the date when the sale 
shall have become definite, and, on the other 
hand, to add to the price of purchase, the 
sums which the Egyptian Government will be 
required to_pay to the Administration of the 
Daira Sanieh by reason of eventual deficits.” 

bis sum was payable, against the handing 
over of all the properties of the Daira Sanieh, 
on October 15, 1905, before which date the 
Government had undertaken not to extend its 
debt to the said Daira. 

By articles 5 and 6 the capitalists who 


signed the convention, or the society which 
might be formed by them, undertook to sell 
these properties within a period of seven years 


from their taking possession, and the Govern- 
ment had the right to half the net profits, 
which the capitalists, or company, would 
realise from the price of purchase. 

By article 7 it was agreed that the capital- 


ists, or company should deposit a guarantee 


of £500,000 at the Ministry of Finance, on 
August J, 1868. 


Article 8 provided that in the event of the 


purchase not being completed by October 15, 


1905, the Government should acquire, ipso 
facto, the sum of £50,000 from the guarantee, 


but on the other hand, should tho purchase be 
completed the guarantee should be returned. 


Article 86 of the Law of liquidation provides 
that ‘from the date of publication of the 


present Jaw, no person will be allowed before 
any magistracy for any cause or under any 
form whatsoever, to bring any action, be it 
against the Government, or against the Ad- 
ministrations of the State, by reason of the 
rights acquired previous to January 1, 1880.” 


‘IMPORTANT DRAINAGE WORKS. 


For more than a year extensive works have 


been in progress near Esbet Khorshid, which will 
greatly facilitate the drainage of the Central 
Lands of the Aboukir Co. Ltd. These works 
have been carried out by Mr. Williams, inspec- 
tor of irrigation, and his staff. There is a large 
syphon under the Mahmondieh Canal, built 
in brick and cement and of most solid con- 
struction, while under the railway there is a 
two-atch culvert. The waterway was opened 
two or three days ago, and drainage has now 
free course into Lake Mareotis. 


The Aboukir Company had originally 30,000 


feddans of which over 20,000 feddans are 
already reclaimed. The drainage system just 
inaugurated will enable the central lands to be 
rapidly and thoroughly reclaimed, and will 
create a well-drained tract of 10,000 feddans, 
which in a year or two will be one of the most 
valuable and compact blocks of land in Behera.

The new regula- 
tions enact that anyone wishing to build work- 
men’s dwellings must follow their rules as to 
the hygienic constraction thereof. Existing 
buildings will not be affected, the regulations 
only applying to new constractions. The Mixed 
Court of Appeal will give its views on the pro- 
ject in November, and the regulations will 
become law on January 1, 1906.

“The avoidance of a long and disastrous 
strike in the cotton trade is a tribute to the 
good sense and eagacity of employerr as well 
as of employed. The men gain & concession 
which is perhaps not anwarrante’ by the state 
of the trade doring the past year, and it mnet 
bo remembered that they soffered severely 
during the recent crises, not by redaction im 
the rate of wages bat by the diminution of 
chair earning power owing to the necessity to 


work short time for the good of the trade as a 
whole, The self-sacrifice of the operatives at a 
time when it was necessary to take combined 
action no doabt entitled their present claims to 


consideration, On the other hand, it -mast not 
be forgotten that had there been no agreement 
iyet now, had the operatives pressed their 
claim and insisted apon a strike, the sitaation 
would have suited many of the employers very 
woll. The limitation of cotton baying is a very 
desirable object at this moment, for it is the 
most’ effectaal way to check the market mani- 
pulations of ansorapaloas speculators who have 
forced up the price of the raw material upon 
exaggerated reports. A week or two ago the 
Committee of the International Federation of 
Cotton Spinners arged every spinner in Barope 
and America, inasmach as they controlled 
enough cotton to fulfil their engagements for 
three or four months ahead, to make no farther 
purchases of present crop cotton except for 
immediate needs until the afrival of the new 
crop at the end of Ootdber. A strike would 
have put such purchasing out of the question 
jp Bogland, and #0 would have brought down 
the price of the raw material, which is now 
unaturally high. Bat the remedy can now be 
applied without any of the anavoidable evils 
attendant on a labour war, and all those en- 
gaged in the trade may be congratalated on 
the happy iésae to which they have agreed.
